. The Andy Awards are given out every year to journalists 
from newspapers, television and broadcast radio for con- 
tributing to Nebraskans’ awareness of international events, 
said A. Raheem Yaseer, the coordinator of international 
Exchange Programs in International Studies and the assis- 
tant director of the Center for Afghanistan Studies. 

“The Andy Awards is named in honor of Harold 
Andersen, the former chairman and chief executive officer of 
the Omaha World-Herald,” Yaseer said.

These trips have led to two documentaries: “The Lost 
City of Bethsaida” and “The Dead Sea Scrolls.” Current pro- 
duction includes the “Return to the Cave of Letters,” which 
focuses on the history of the caves and the groundbreaking 
research being conducted there. The production crew has 
worked on other documentaries in Morocco as well.

Democratic candidates encouraged students Monday in 
the Fireside Lounge to become active in politics this election 
season. 

Acrowd of around 20 heard from Al Gore-Joe Lieberman

representative Miguel Gonzales, register of deeds candi- 
date Diane Battiato and Mike Fahey, prospective mayoral 
candidate for Omaha. 

‘The speakers answered questions about their platforms 
and plans, but mostly encouraged the students to become 
active by voting and working with campaigns in areas such 
as phone banks. 

Gonzales cited recent polls which said the presidential 
race could go to either Gore or George W. Bush in two of 
Nebraska's districts. 

“The first and second districts are in play," Gonzalez said. 
He emphasized that Nebraska is one of only two states 
which allocate electoral college votes by congressional! dis- 
trict rather than the winner-take-all system used all other 
states except Maine. 

Gonzalez also highlighted parts of the democratic plat- 
form including the economic plan, tax breaks for students at 
four-year colleges and the environment. 

Mike Fahey, who described himself as “all but the 
announced candidate for 
mayor,” answered student 
questions about such topics 
as the state and future of 
north Omaha and why he 
wants to be mayor. He said he 
plans to officially announce 
his candidacy in December. F 

When asked about north 
Omaha, Fahey said, “North Omaha should not be any dif- 
ferent than West Omaha.” 

He briefly described two plans to encourage develop- 
ment and improvements to Omaha neighborhoods: infill 
development and matching neighborhood grant funds. Infill 
development would encourage developers to use vacant

This is in response to the article in the Sept. 29 Gateway titled “Are We Being Served?" 


by Evita Castine of The Daily lowan in lowa City. This was typical demagoguery by a liber- 
al. Statistics are a wonderful thing, but when they are misused they can paint a vastly dif- 
ferent picture than what is in fact reality. 

Evita scolds us alt for being racists because blacks are imprisoned at a much higher rate 
than whites, and subsequently are disenfranchised at a higher rate than whites. What if, 
however, | told you that between 98% and 99% of death row inmates are male, or that 90% 
of the prison population is mate? Would you say that the system is biased towards men? 
Of course not! You know as weil as | that males commit many more violent crimes than 
females. That same analogy applies to the black/white prison population. 

According to John R. Lott, Jr, a senior research scholar at Yale University Law School, 
blacks are 5.1 times more likely to commit violent crimes than whites. Hence, they are more 
likely to be convicted of violent crimes than whites. 

As for the increase in prison population, | for one am applauding the effort. | would much 
rather pay to keep somebody behind bars than to have him running around stealing vehi- 

. cles, burglarizing homes, selling drugs to my children, or murdering and raping my family 
members. 

Lifetime disenfranchisement shouid just part of the penalty in every state for being a con- 
victed felon. | don't care what race you are. The 14th amendment clearly states that each 


individual state “cannot deny the right to vote to any of the male inhabitant, being twenty- 
one years of age, ... except for participation in rebellion, or other crime..." That has obvi- 
ously been amended to include females and to change the voting age to eighteen. But it 
doas clearly say that states have the right to deny a criminal the right to vote if that person 
has committed a crime. 

The 14th amendment leavas it up to the states to decide which crimes are punishable 
with this particular punishment. States do not deny the right to vote for any crime, howev- 
er. Aperson has to commit a felony. A felony is a very serious crime including murder, rape, 
and, yes, some drug convictions. The war on drugs is not a war on black men. It's a war 
on any man, woman or child who decides to break the law by taking or selling illegal drugs. 
The 14th amendment does not discriminate against anybody. It is there to preserve the 
integrity of the electoral process, especially in states and jurisdictions where the populace 
directly elects judges, law enforcement officers and district attorneys. 

The bottom line is that if you want to keep your right to vote, don’t do anything that would 
jeopardize that right. If you do commit a felony, the state has the right and | beliave the 
Obligation to take that right away from you for the rest of your life.

Artifacts discovered at the ancient 
city of Bethsalda in Israel are current- 
ly displayed at the Jewish Museum in 
New York as part of the “Drink and 
Rejoice: Beer and Wine in the 
Ancient World” exhibit. The display 
will be at the museum for six months. 

“(The artifacts] are two pruning 
hooks, metal objects used in grape- 
harvesting, found at Bethsaida in 
1994 by one of our volunteer excava- 

. tors,” Wendi Chiarbos, coordinator of 
the Bethsaida Excavations consor- 


tium, said. “UNO has been supervis- _ 


ing the consortium of 16 schools 
around the world since 1990.” 

The Consortium is the governing 
body of the Bethsaida project. 

“All decisions about the site’s 
activities are shared among various 
directors and affiliated researchers,” 
Chiarbos said. “Each of the directors 
also recruits volunteers from his or 
her institution and community, and 
brings them to Bethsaida to excavate

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each summer.” 

Each school in the consortium has 
a director of excavations. Professor 
Rami Arav is the director for UNO. 
Besides teaching, he also excavates 
during the winter term and summer 
seasons.

As a coordinator of the consor- 
tium, Wendi Chiarbos’ primary job is 
to field inquiries, process applications 
and payments and organize the trav- 
el schedule of volunteer excavators.

Archaeology conference, | coordinate 


the summer activities in Israel, lec- 
tures we host throughout the year, 
exhibitions of antiques and public 
relations,” she said. 


The Consortium is planning to. 


have another Bethsaida exhibit in 
Omaha in August 2002 with 100 dif- 
ferent artifacts. 

“The exhibit will be based upon an 
idea called ‘Life at the Sea of Galilee 
in Biblical Times,’ and will include 
coins, restored pottery, vessels, fig- 
urines and metal objects,” ee a 
said. 

Before though, the exhibit will [E 
leave Israel in January 2002 and 
spend 4 months in different European = 
venues — Germany, Switzerland and 
Austria. 

“UNO students are encouraged to 
participate in the dig,” she said. “In 
the year 2000 we had over 300 vol- 
unteer excavators on-site from all 
over the world. Approximately 20 
people the Omaha area participated 
this year, many of them UNO stu- 
dents.”

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‘Pal Joey’ Excellent Entertainment

“Pal Joey,” set in the late ‘30s, is the 
story of a small time club entertainer with 
big dreams and a way with the ladies. Joey 
is a somewhat likable chap who always has 
a quick fie to back up his shady, question- 
able past. Based on the society and club 
scene of Chicago at the time, the play goes 
a long way to give the audience a feel for 
the way things were. It is a musical with the 
music of Rodgers and Hart, brought to life 
by an excellent band that doubled as the in- 
house band for the performance scenes as 
well as providing the score for other scenes 
of the play. 

On the whole it is a great production. 
Kudos to Harland Meltzer on his direction 
here. He made good use of the stage, 
bringing out a somewhat verbal interpreta- 
tion of the musical numbers, which is no 
small feat. There is a strong cast whose 
members went far to give their characters 
dimension. Notable standouts are Darrick 
Silkman (Ludlow Lowell), LeeAnn Anderson 
(Vera Simpson), Deborah Anne Radloff (a 
very strong as Gladys Bumps) and Sarah 
Brown (Linda English), who brings a gen- 
uine sensitivity to her character. 

Michael Simpson, who played the lead 


character Joey Evans extremely well, but 
did not translate that well when it came to 
dancing or singing. His dancing was not as 
fluid as you would expect of a lead in a 
musical, and this does take away from the 
appeal of his character, the smooth 
debonair playboy. The singing and dancing, 
while being quite entertaining at times dur- 
ing group numbers, lacked that certain tight 
quality deserving of a production of this 
magnitude. The dancers did not always 
seem to be in sync, while the singing was 
off at times. 

Technically, the show was flawless, with 
sets true to the time period. The sets so 
were so true to this that some audience 
members are seated at tables around the 
stage, giving that feeling that you are part of 
a Chicago 1930s club. The lighting captur- 
ing the mood of each scene, which is also 
very important when trying to invite the 
imagination of your audience into your 
story. 

Again, it is a great musical, with good 
music.

‘Meet the Parents’ 


Murphy's Law, in its original and correct form: “If there are two or more ways to do something, and 
one of those ways can result in a catastrophe, then someone will do it.” Keep that in mind when view- 
ing the new comedy “Meet the Parents.” Everything that can possibly go wrong does just that. 

“Meet the Parents” is the best straight-up comedy this year. Granted, there hasn't been much 
competition. “Scary Movie" was funny, but most of the jokes were of the “fart-and-penis” variety. And 
you must admit “Me, Myself & Irene” was just painfully disappointing. 


You know what those two movies could have used? Ben Stiller and Robert DeNiro. The makers 
of “Meet the Parents” must have realized that Stiller's incessantly neurotic persona would play per- 
fectly against that of the hard-edged DeNiro, arguably the greatest actor of the last 30 years. They 
couldn't have been more right. Stiller's routine is the perfect complement to DeNiro’s. , 

“Meet the Parents” has a rather simple plot. Chicago male nurse Greg Focker (Stiller) is planning 
to propose to his girlfriend of six months, Pam (Teri Polo). Before he gets the chance, news comes 
that Pam's younger sister will be getting married at the sisters’ parents’ house in New York. Greg and 
Pam make the trip to New York, with Greg seeing the getaway as the perfect opportunity to pop the 
question. 

Of course, to paraphrase the aforementioned Murphy's Law, everything that can go wrong, will go 
wrong. From the moment he is introduced to Pam's parents, Jack and Dina Byrnes (DeNiro and 
Blythe Danner), Greg makes misstep after misstep. It’s a veritable minefield of comedic mistakes that 
Greg has wandered into. Some of the mishaps include, but are not limited to, lactating felines, a high- 
ly combustible wedding shrine, a sewage-soaked lawn and a spray-painted cat. 

Writers Jim Herzfeld and John Hamburg have fashioned a very funny script, and director Jay 
Roach (who also directed both “Austin Powers” movies) does no wrong, but it seams somewhat evi- 
dent that the majority of comedy in “Meet the Parents” is reliant upon the work of both Stiller and 


DeNiro. Stiller plays pretty much the same character he played in the underrated “Flirting with

Disaster.” He is at his neurotic best — 
surprising, seeing as how neurotic char- 
acters tend to become annoying rather 
quickly. For DeNiro, the third time is the 
charm, as his two most recent forays into 
comedy, “Analyze This” and “The 
Adventures of Rocky & Bullwinkle” were 
pretty forgettable.

Coyotes in S.D.

The No. 8 Mavericks, on the shoulders 
of the 10th-rated defense in Division II, will 
play the South Dakota Coyotes at 2 p.m. 
on Saturday in Vermitlion: 

Senior tailback Adam Wright tries to 
become only the seventh runner in school 
history to eclipse the 1,000 yard mark. He 
is 12 yards shy of the century mark, and 
just 68 yards short of his career high in 
1999 (1,056 yards). 

The ‘Yotes' are not the same team the 
Mavs tattooed for 54 points and a school- 
record 509 rushing yards at Al Caniglia 
Field in 1999. 

Offensively, SDU lost its leading rusher 
from a year ago, Jamal White. Defensively, 
the team is much better, allowing just 118 
yards on the ground per game. 

SDU is in the midst of a youth move- 
ment on offense, led by sophomore signal- 
caller Ryan Justice. He has completed just 
over 49 percent of his passes for 797 yards 
and four touchdowns in five games. 

Justice likes to throw to a pair of young 
receivers: junior Dustin Sagedah! and 
freshman Charles Johnson. 

Johnson leads the team in receptions 
with 16, including two touchdowns. 
Sagedahl has hauled in 12 passes from his 
tight end position, and has one score. 

The balanced ‘Yote’ attack is countered 
at tailback with one of seven native 
Nebraskans on the SDU roster. Freshman 
Dusty Stamer from Grand Island High 
School, MVP of the Nebraska Shrine 
Game in July, leads the SDU ground game 
with three touchdowns and 280 yards, 79

of which came on one run against Truman 
State. 

“Dusty has given us a spark at running 
back, no doubt about it,” SDU Head Coach 
John Austin said. “He is learning day by 
day and getting better.” 

Stamer and Co. will face a Mav defense 
ranked fourth in the nation, allowing just 
48.8 yards per game on the ground. 

“Every time we go on the field, | think 
we've got a great chance of stopping peo- 
ple in critical situations,” Maverick Head 
Coach Pat Behrns said. 

Another Stamer leads the improved 
SDU defense. Senior linebacker Josh 
Stamer (unrelated to Dusty) leads the 
‘Yotes’ in tackles with 44, two sacks and six 
tackles for toss. 

“Josh is a very talented athlete who has 
great explosiveness,” Coach Austin said. 
“He is a big play maker on defense and 
one of our key contributors.” 

The Coyotes are coming off of a 37-0 
shutout victory over St. Cloud State. The 
Mavs beat SCSU 36-0 on Sept. 30. The 
‘Yotes’ lost to North Dakota State 45-20 on 
Sept. 23. The Mavs face NDSU next week 
in at Al Caniglia Field. 

SDU leads the all-time series 23-16-1, 
but the Mavs are 6-4 in the Dakotadome, 
and have won the last four meetings. 

“We have to get better on offense, and 
we have to be good in our special teams, 
because you have to keep the ball away 
from them,” Behrns said.

8.55 assists per game, racking up 727 on 
the year. She’s part of a inaugural 6-2 
offense for the Bison’s (two setters on the 
court who set from the back row position). 
Three hitters are available for each offen- 
sive execution, 

“lf we run out of substitutions,” Bina said. 
“We run a 5-1 offense, which is not really a 
big deal, because that’s what we've tradi- 
tionally done.” 

Hegg is feeding the ball out to junior out- 
side hitter Rachel Schmieg, a 5-10 Chaska, 
Minn., native who has 400 kills to date. 

“Rachel is having an outstanding year. 
She's hitting for good percentage,” Bina 
said. “She's one of the steadiest players 
I've coached in terms of intensity and emo- 
tions. She’s also one of the hardest hitters 
in the league. Blasting through blocks is her 
forte.” 

Heather Evans has 323 kills. The junior 
from Warroad, Minn., stands 6-2 and plays 
both the middle and outside hitting posi- 
tions. 

In 1999, NDSU finished 33-4, 16-2 jin 
North Central Conference action, eventual- 
ly winning the NCC. This year the Bison 
are 16-7, 6-2 in NCC. In away games this 
year, Bina’s squad is 4-1. 

UNO leads the all-time series record 
with NDSU 34-28, 

“Everyone assumes there is going to be 
a lot of intensity,” Bina said. “UNO is a great 
in-system team.

Sophomore Kate Cahill leads the team 
in kills. The 6-0 middle-hitter has notched 
258 kills this season. Joining her in the 
“over-200” club is Laura Birk. Birk, a 6-2 
Wells, Minn., native, has 201 kills from the 
middie position. Senior middle attacker 
Kristal Guyda has 244 kills. 

Sophomore Holly Welter is on hand for 
Fighting Sioux setting duties. Averaging 
11.34 assists per game, the 5-5 setter has 
a combined total of 930 set assists to date. 
In addition, Welter leads the team in service 
aces with 30. 

All-American outside hitter Tracy Ankeny 
continues to pace the Mavs in kills this sea- 
son. The senior from Dixon, Nebr., has 316 
kills (4.86/game). Junior All-American Nikki 
Mastny has 268 kills (4.12/game). Senior 
Krista Niezwaag and sophomore Jewelia 
Grennan are tied with 146 kills, while resh- 
man Amy Fauss has 97 kills. 

Ankeny also leads the Mavs in service 
aces, boasting 27. Freshman Heather Van 
Ackeren has posted 23 aces this season. 

In the setting category, freshman Kylie 
Lebeda and senior Bethany Tygert continue 
to share duties. Lebeda has 548 assists to 
Tygert’s 276. 

Both matches are crucial for Mavs in 


‘their quest for a conference championship. 


Augustana remains at the top of the NCC, 
with the Mavs a half-game behind.

\f there were a BCS of college hock- 
ey, this would be close to it. UNO hosts 
the Maverick Stampede this weekend at 
the Civic Auditorium. The tournament 
brings into Omaha three of the finest 
hockey clubs in the country. 

Niagara, Boston College and Notre 
Dame all make the trip to Omaha, arriv- 
ing by air Thursday. The tournament 
kicks off Friday at the Civic. 

Niagara comes in this year after sur- 
prising some people and earning a 
NCAA tournament birth last year. The 
Purple Eagles screamed to a 30-8-4 
record, first place in their conference: 
College Hockey America. The Eagles 
advanced in the first round of the 
NCAAs with a win over New Hampshire. 


They eventually bowed out to national . 


champions North Dakota. 

The Eagles are a young team, boast- 
ing 14 freshman. They are led in scoring 
by freshman Hannu Karru, who had a 
goal and an assist earlier this season 
against Lake Superior. Eagle goaltender 
Rob Bonk is also a freshman. Bonk had 
31 saves in the over-time loss to Lake 
Superior. 

Notre Dame comes to Omaha for the 
second time. The Irish are 0-1-1 at the 
Bullpen, as UNO beat and tied themina 
Central Collegiate Hockey Association 
weekend match-up last season. 

Notre Dame is currently ranked No. 
20 in the nation by US College Hockey. 
The Irish also advanced to the CCHA 
Final Four in Detroit last year, finishing 
fifth in the regular season and earning 
the third seed in the CCHA 
Championships. 

Notre Dame finished with a 16-18-8 
overall mark, 11-10-7 In the CCHA. 


Former-Lancer goalie Tony Zasowski 
returns in net for Notre Dame after an 
impressive rookie year. Zasowski stole 
the starting job, posting a 2.30 goals 
against average, as weil as a .909 save 
percentage. In their opener, Notre Dame 
was handed a 7-3 loss by No. 11 
Minnesota. 

Boston College has never been to 
Omaha, but would look to be the 
favored team in the Stampede. The 
Eagles are No. 4 in the nation, and were 
the national champion runners-up to 
North Dakota last season. Boston 
College finished last year 29-12-1, third 
place in Hockey East. 

Boston College has made three con- 
secutive trips to the Frozen Four, but is 
still looking for its first national title 
since 1949. Only five players are lost 
from BC’s runner-up squad, but the 
losses are significant. Gone are Mike 
Mattau and Jeff Farkas, both Hobey 
Baker finalist. Coupled with the depar- 
ture of Blake Bellefuiella, the Eagles 
have over 50 goals and 100 points of 
scoring they need to fill. 

The Breakdown: Four playoff-caliber 
teams are coming to Omaha, three of 
which are nationally ranked, (Boston 
College #4, UNO #13, and Notre Dame 
#20). Two of the four made it to the 
NCAA Tournament and beyond, (Boston 
College in the national championship 
game, Niagara second round). 

Boston College plays Notre Dame 5 
p.m. Friday night. UNO opens against 
Niagara at 8 p.m. 

The consolation game for the 
Stampede will be Saturday at 5 p.m., 
while the championship game will be 
Saturday at 8 p.m. All games are at the 
Civic Auditorium.

The Morningside College Board of 
Directors approved a decision to drop the 
Mustang athletic program from NCAA Division 
Ni status to NCAA Division Ill, according to 
Michele Linck, staff writer for the “Sioux City 
Jourmal,”. The move will be implemented at the 
end of the 2001-2002 season. 

Momingside College is located in Sioux 
City, lowa and has an enrollment of 1,200. it 
has. been a part of the North Central 
Conference since 1921. 

Momingside will omit up to 85 full scholar- 
ships, which are now utilized among 150 stu- 
dent athletes. Beginning next fall, no athletic 
awards will be presented; however all current 
scholarships will be honored. 


The Mustangs will continue to compete in 
the NCC until the 2001-2002 season. 

According to the school’s president, John 
Reynders, the college has made the switch to 
further its academic goals, and to make more 
students available to the college athletic expe- 
rience. 

Coaching salaries and transportation costs 
will still be covered by Morningside. The school 
does plan to continue improvements sched- 
uled for the Allee Gymnasium and other recre- 
ational facilities. 

In a Wednesday moming telephone con- 
versation, NCC Commissioner Michael Marcil 
said Morningside College hasn't officially 
dropped out of the conference. 

“Morningside is still a full-fledged member 
of the conference,” Marcil said.
